Gotham 


Carefully curated from 
archives, artifacts and first- 
hand accounts, this book 
serves as a record for one of 
Gotham’s most turbulent eras, 
1919 to 1939. This was a time 
when the city was defined by 
the crime that plagued it, and 
by those who bravely chose to 


come to its defense. 


To fully appreciate the following content, you 
must first delve back into the circumstances that 
fostered a world where men and women cloaked 
in fantastic uniforms would become locked in 
a vicious war on the streets, in one of the most 
modern American cities of the time. 


Gotham City was founded in 1685 by a Norwegian 
mercenary by the name of Captain Jon Logerquist 
~ only to be later taken over by the British in 1702, 
before serving as a battleground for one of the 


first major conflicts in the War of Independence 
in 1776. 


Gotham was home to immigrants from Europe 
looking for a new life, as well as countless freed 
and escaped slaves in search of refuge in a more 
progressive northern city. 


This rapid growth necessitated strong leadership 
for the city to keep pace with its population. Alan 
Wayne, Theodore Cobblepot and Edward Elliot 
are considered the founding fathers of Gotham. 
Together they built a viable infrastructure, created 
new employment opportunities, and maintained 
a stable leadership that would help Gotham to 


become one of the largest forward-thinking cities 
in the United States. 


The Great War, which concluded in late 1918. 
was the first large-scale international conflict to 
be fought with modern weapons and military 
strategy. It saw young men from around the world 
travel to far away countries to fight and die. 16 
million people perished during the Great War 
and those who returned home would be forever 
changed, mentally and physically. 


Not long after the war, in recognition of their efforts 
to keep America running, women gained the right 
to vote. As a collective, women could upset elections, 
so it was in the politicians’ best interests to appease 
them. What they wanted was for their sons and 
husbands to not fall slaves to the bottle. These women 
successfully, and controversially, campaigned for 
the Volstead Act to be passed, which prohibited the 
manufacturing, distribution and sale of alcohol in 
the United States. This was the first example of the 
power of the suffrage movement. 


But the country was still thirsty, with many men 
wanting to numb the pain the Great War had left 
them with. Small bootlegging operations kicked 
into gear and _ street gangsters soon became 
some of the richest and most powerful people 
in America — supplying scotch, gin, and rum to 
meet demand. The illegal funds flowing into the 
criminal world made those at the top of the ladder 
almost untouchable. These master criminals could 
afford to hire an army of returned veterans and 
supply them with an arsenal of modern automatic 


weapons, turning the streets of most major U.S. 
cities into warzones. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) was 
created in 1908 (formally known as the Bureau of 
Investigation and the Division of Investigation). 


Under the leadership of J. Edgar Hoover (FBI 


Director, 1924-1972), the FBI waged a national 
war on crime on a scale never seen before. Director 
Hoover brought an end to the careers and lives 
of numerous notorious criminals, who had 
carried out kidnappings, robberies and murders 
throughout the nation. Some of these included 
John Dillinger, “Baby Face” Nelson, Kate “Ma” 
Barker, Alvin “Creepy” Karpis, and George 
“Machine Gun” Kelly. However, the success they 
had collaring kingpins across the country didn’t 
translate so easily to the Gotham underworld. 
Gotham City would become somewhat of an 
obsession for Director Hoover, who firmly believed 
that the vigilante that people called “Batman” was 
responsible for stimulating the insanity that went 
hand-in-hand with the criminal element. The FBI 
spent an enormous amount of money, manpower 
and resources trying to uncover the identity of

this caped crusader. Many believed that someone 
within the government was protecting the Batman. 


In 1929, the stock market crashed and would 
become a major contributing factor in creating the 
Great Depression. Citizens became unemployed 
and homeless overnight. Desperate times created 
desperate people. Honest men and women were 
pressured to break the law in order to keep their 
families fed, and Gotham City was no exception. 


The perception of infamous criminals as 
celebrities was not unique or uncommon, but for 
the first time in American history, there was an 
ability to reach a national audience quickly using 
new communication technologies such as film 
and, most importantly, radio. Never before had 
common criminals become sensations overnight, 
with William Randolph Hearst’s news empire 
running daily coverage about America’s new 
violent times. The worst of Gotham’s criminals 
became household names. The exploits of Batman 
and his “Rogues’ Gallery” were broadcast on news 
bulletins constantly, making them seem more 
fantastic and exciting than any current action- 


hour radio play. 


Leading up to and during the time period covered 
in this book, there was a surge of immigration into 
Gotham, as well as a great migration from the 
Southern states. All these people filtered through 
the.city’s ports and borders. What resulted was a 
melting pot of fashion, culture, art and language.

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Thomas Wayne 


Thomas Wayne, M.D. was Bruce’s 
father. A gifted physician and one 
of Gotham’s finest philanthropists, 
Thomas inherited the Wayne family 
fortune and holdings from his father, 
Patrick Wayne. 


Unlike his father, he had no interest in 
the day-to-day operations of the Wayne 
enterprises, and instead left that to his 
most trusted advisors. 


He was murdered in a robbery by an 
unknown assailant in front of his son. 


Martha Wayne 


Martha Wayne (née Kane) was the wife of 
Thomas Wayne and mother to Bruce. She 
had also grown up in a wealthy family that 
was considered “new money” in Gotham’s 
high society circles. 


Young Martha was an adventurous spirit, 
traveling the world with no intentions of 
settling down, especially with an elite like 
Thomas. But upon meeting him, she realized 
there was more to this man than his reputation 
and wealth would let itself to believe. 


They fell deeply in love with one another, 
and the years that followed with her new 
family were the happiest of her life. She died 
alongside her husband during a nighttime 
robbery — her son’s tears were the last things 
she would see.

The last of Bruce’s family-bound allies 
was Leslie Tompkins. She was Thomas 
Wayne’s protégé, and spent much of her 
time with the Wayne family. Thomas 
Wayne would often say that she was a 
better doctor than he ever was, despite 
her bedside manner. In a time when 
female doctors were not as common, 
Leslie had no problem speaking her mind 
and asserting herself. 


She attended college during the  suffragette 
movement and became an active campaigner and 
political protestor for women’s rights. Leslie spent 
some time abroad during the war, working at 
various army hospitals in Europe, trying to save as 
many young lives as she could, hoping that the day 
would never come when she would come across 
Bruce’s body in front of her. Like most returning 
veterans, Leslie was changed by the conflict, 
becoming cynical and hardened by the world. 


Leslie was a reluctant member of Batman’s inner 
circle, blaming Alfred and Lucius for what Bruce 
had become. In her mind, she believed that 
they should have never indulged young Bruce’s 
idealistic delusions of revenge, but soon focused 
the blame on herself for not taking a more active 
role in Bruce’s life after his parents were murdered. 
She believed that by taking care of the medical 
needs of his vigilante activities, she could make 
up for this loss, even though she fundamentally 
disagreed with Batman’s methods.

The youngest son of Irish immigrants, 
James “Jim” Gordon was the only one 
of his brothers to survive the Great 
War.

He quickly earned a reputation as 
a fair but tough cop, one that was 
incorruptible, with many crooks 
receiving a beating for their attempts 
to bribe him. James Gordon might 
have been the only good man on the 
city’s payroll, but one good man was 
all Batman needed.

Selina Kyle 


From a young age, Selina Kyle was well known to 
the Gotham City Police Department. She worked 
her way up from the gutter, leaving an abusive 
home and living on the streets until she was picked 
up by Gotham’s most powerful Madam, Miss 
Rose. Due to a legality, only women could own 
and manage brothels, something that Miss Rose 
exploited to her full advantage. Selina, under 
the alias of “Kitty”, became Miss Rose’s right- 
hand woman. Selina managed all of Miss Rose’s 
establishments, taking care of problems when 
they arose. She turned into a great manipulator, 
blackmailing Gotham’s elite after seducing them 


into compromising positions. However, she was 
also not afraid of using brute force when required. 


In the following years, Miss Rose began to lose 
control of the flesh trade, with Falcone and 
Penguin’s outfits taking over. These mobs took 
out Miss Rose quickly, forcing Selina into hiding, 
knowing she would soon be targeted. ‘To survive, 
Selina realized she would need to vanish and never 
let her identity be exposed again. She would need 
to become a rumor, a mystery, a myth. She would 
need to become like Batman.

Carmine 
Falcone 


The Falcone crime family was one of 
the earliest organized crime institutions 
in Gotham. Carmine and his brothers 
started the gang soon after their arrival 
in America, emulating the structure 
of the famous Sicilian gangs of New 
York and Chicago. Those early years, 
or “before the madness” as Carmine 
referred to it, was a golden run for 
Gotham’s Casa Nostra. In the years to 
come, they would deal with vigilantes, 
rivals, kidnappers, terrorists and 
psychopaths. These colorful and 
malicious characters were finally 
able to take away the Falcone 
gang’s most powerful weapon: fear. 
Without it they could no longer 
control the people of Gotham, the 
gang had become a lion without its 
teeth and claws. It was clear that 
the traditional criminals were not 
prepared for the changes coming 

to their underworld.

Dick Grayson, the first person to be known 
as “Robin, The Boy Wonder” was born into a 
circus family, who were known professionally 
as the Flying Graysons. From a young age, Dick 
felt more at home in the air doing acrobatics 


than on the ground and was considered a 


child prodigy. 


One night while performing in Gotham, a 


local gangster (who had been trying to strong- _ 
arm a protection racket on the circus’ owner) 


sabotaged some of the acrobatic equipment. 
This resulted in Dick’s entire family falling to 
their deaths. Bruce Wayne was in attendance at 
the show and empathized with the boy’s loss. 
He ultimately decided to take Dick in as his 
ward. It wasn’t long after that Robin made his 
first appearance alongside Batman, and the 
two were labeled the “Dynamic Duo”. No one 
knows why Batman made a 12-year-old boy 
his partner; perhaps he thought he could help 
Dick by channeling his emotions into Robin, 
just like Bruce did with Batman years earlier.

Black Gate was created and designed 
to hold prisoners who continuously 
caused trouble at other federal prisons. 
One of the world’s most notorious and 
best-known prisons, located on a small 
island in Gotham Bay, it specialized in 
incarcerating major figures during the 
“Public Enemies Era”, as well as the 
masked super-criminals that plagued 
Gotham.

During the height of the “Batman Years”, the Gotham Gazette sensationalized 
anything to do with mask-wearing vigilantes and criminals. In one of the most 
exploitative moments, they created their own satirical version of Batman to sell 
papers. Sheldon Finger was a small person who got the job and, for a period, was 
a celebrity in Gotham, appearing at public events and in the papers every other 
day. They even sold toys in his likeness. 


All the fuss soon died down, as most fads usually do, and Sheldon was soon out 
of work. They had used his image to make a fortune for the paper, but he was left 
broke. The money didn’t bother him so much, he missed the attention. All his 
life people looked at him with pity and while Sheldon had no delusions that it 
was all a big joke, when he was Bat-Mite, he felt different; like he was respected. 
It dawned on Sheldon he could join Batman in protecting the city. Chasing that 
feeling of admiration he once had as Bat-Mite would get him into a lot of trouble 
in the coming years, and he would become a great annoyance to Batman.

Victor Fries was an Austrian scientist who 
came to America to develop his research. 
What he didn’t expect to find was love. ‘The 
woman that melted his heart was named 
Nora and they soon married. His research 
was funded by the second biggest company 
in Gotham, Gothcorp. They were in a 
technology race with Wayne Enterprises and 
looking for the next scientific revolution. 


Victor’s life was perfect, but perfection cannot 
last. Nora was dying, and Victor thought his 
research was the key to saving her. Using 
embezzled funds to speed up his research it 
was not long before the board of Gothcorp 
realized what he was doing and forcibly shut 
down his lab. Victor tried to stop them to save 
his research and during this confrontation, 
he was covered in a sub-zero substance that 
transformed his body beyond that of a normal 
human. Victor had increased strength, didn’t 
feel pain and was immune to all sickness, 
but the trade-off was he was forced to live in 
below-freezing temperatures. 


Soon after his accident, Nora died, and 
Victor’s grief was overshadowed by his 
anger. He blamed Gothcorp’s board of 
directors and would not rest until they 
shared Nora’s fate.

King Snake 


Edmund Dorrance was a British soldier who was based in Hong Kong during 
his youth. Well-known throughout Her Majesty’s Service for his combat 
abilities, he was dishonorably discharged after it was revealed he was taking 
bribes from local Triads. 


Without the protection of the British army behind him, the Triads realized 
they no longer had a use for him. He was ambushed by many men, and 
as punishment for years of disrespect, they beat him into a bloody mess. 
Leaving him for dead, their final torment was to blind him. 


While Edmund healed, he planned. Using the last of his wealth to travel 
throughout South East Asia, he would learn every fighting style he could 
find. He wanted anything that would help him hone his skills and heighten his 


remaining senses. 


Edmund spent the next few years putting his skills to use while traveling the 
world and working as a mercenary. 


He’d eventually arrive in pre-revolution Mexico, finding work with the corrupt 
factory owners. With the support of President Porfirio Diaz, he would help to 
suppress the workers striking for fair pay by any means necessary. 

Edmund became known for the brutal and cruel punishments he doled out 
to anyone who dared to go against those in power. He became wealthy and 
took a local as his wife, all while still plotting his revenge. 


In the lead-up to the Mexican Revolution, Edmund had to flee the country 
as he became a target for execution. He was branded a traitor, leaving his 
family behind to pay for his crimes. This included his pregnant wife and 
unborn son. 


After years abroad, Edmund finally returned to Hong Kong to enact his long 
overdue revenge. He began taking over the Triads one by one, eventually 
becoming the King Snake of Hong Kong. With the combined strength of his 
army, dubbed the Ghost Dragons, he would eventually head to Gotham to 
take over Lady Shiva’s business, igniting the Gotham City Tong War.

Cassandra Cain came from an attempt 
to breed the perfect warrior. She was the 
result of the one-time union between Lady 
Shiva and David Cain. David wanted a son 
to raise and sculpt into the ultimate killer. 
Upon finding out that he had a daughter, he 
was going to dispose of her and try again, 
but saw her mother’s strength in the baby’s 
eyes. Over the coming years, he trained her 
harder than he trained anyone. He never 
taught her how to speak — the only language 
he wanted her to understand was that of 
the body. She could read a person’s physical 
intent before they made any movement. 
At the age of 16, she was already on par 
with the best martial artists in the world, 
including the Dark Knight. 


Cassandra arrived in Gotham to kill Lady 
Shiva under orders from her father, but 
instead found out the truth about her 
parents. Learning that her mother was just 
as cruel as her father, Bruce offered her 
another life outside the destructive and 
hurtful world of her family. She took on the 
mantle of the “Black Bat”, 
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Orpheus :

However, not wanting 
another inexperienced wigilante to 
become involved, Batman pushed her 
away. Yet, this didn’t stop Orpheus. 


She would later’ go--on-to form 
a connection with Onyx. ‘This 
relationship with Orpheus became the 
dominant factor for Onyx to switch 
sides during the Shadow War.

Batman struggled to fight a war on two fronts and despite not wanting to take sides, he 
saw that King Snake was the worst of the two. The Dark Knight formed a short-term 
alliance to help Lady Shiva, which helped turn the tide on King Snake and the Ghost 
Dragons. King Snake left Gotham with plans to return, but he would never get the chance 
as he would eventually be killed by his own men. 


Batman would later ask Lady Shiva to return the favor during the Shadow War.

The Court of Owls was initially formed 
by a collection of Southern slave owners 
who, after realizing they were on the losing 
side, migrated north near the end of the 
Civil War. 


Upon arriving in Gotham, this secret 
society formed under the public guise of 


the Owl Creek Country Club. 


Built from a mix of European traditions 
and new world ambition, the Court took 
the owl god Moloch as their symbol, 
holding elaborate ceremonies and rituals 
to appease this idol. 


It didn’t take long for the Court to infiltrate 
all aspects of Gotham’s political, economic 
and manufacturing systems. They had no 
trouble bringing in new members to boost

their ranks, and were white supremacists 
in the truest form. 


They’d even going as far as supporting the 
emerging Nazi party prior to them taking 
power in Germany. This itself was not 
uncommon, as many rich white Americans, 
like Henry Ford, were also sponsors of the 
evolving Third Reich. 


At one point the Court wielded so much 
influence that they were able to hide 
Moloch on the dollar bill. It took years for 
the Dark Knight to confirm the true nature 
of the Court and even longer to disband 
them. Anyone who dared to speak out 
against the secret society would meet their 
end at the hand of the Court’s personal 
assassin, Talon. 


“Beware The Court of Owls, that watches all the time, 
ruling Gotham from a shadowed perch, behind granite and lime. 
They watch you at your hearth, they watch you in your bed, 
speak not a whispered word of them, or they'll send the Talon for your head.” 
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Talon 


“Talon” was a title given to a group of 


African-American men who had been 
conditioned to serve the Court of 
Owls. During the day, the Court 


used these men to maintain ry 


their club as groundskeepers. 
Under the cover of night, the 
Talons were used as assassins 
to keep the interests of the 
Court protected. 


The horrors committed by 
them and to them would 
break most men, but the 
Talon had no choice in 
the matter. Even though 
slavery ended with the 
Civil War, no other word 
could be used to describe 
the situation. Raised 
and conditioned from 
infancy, the Talon were 
regularly beaten and 
reminded they weren’t free 
men. They were constantly 
told that they were property 
of the Court. 


The last Talon was able to break 
his conditioning and help Batman 
bring an end to the Court’s 
tyranny. Not much is known about 
what happened to the last Talon 
after he took back his freedom. We 
can only hope he found peace, of 
which he’d been previously denied. 
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Silver St. Cloud 


A socialite and master manipulator, above all else Silver 
St. Cloud was a survivor. Born into a nunnery, her teenage 
mother died giving birth to her. Silver would be raised in an 
orphanage, but ran away at age thirteen. 


The years that followed were a constant struggle that Silver 
barely managed to survive, living on the streets, meal to 
meal. When she turned seventeen, Silver was employed at 
the Owl Creek Country Club as a housekeeper. It was there 
she witnessed how the upper class lived. The job gave her 
access to their rooms, and also the private information of 
some of the most influential people in Gotham. 


For the next 18 months, she saved every cent, while slowly 
reinventing herself as Silver St. Cloud. This new Silver 
debuted herself at the Country Club’s annual ball, using her 
entire savings on the gown alone. 


Despite the gamble, her hard work paid off. Even though 
these were the same people she had been cleaning up after 
for the past year-and-a-half, not one of them recognized her.

When Red Hood first appeared, this 
mysterious man was very familiar with 
the Bat-Team. He knew all their secrets, 
abilities and kept his cards close to his 
chest on whether he was a friend or foe.

After Jason Todd was believed to have 
died at the hands of the Joker, his body 
was found by the League of Assassins.

It was easy for Professor Ojo, the 
League’s master of torture, to 
brainwash him, He spent the next 
few years in the service of Ra’s al 
Ghul, who completed his training.

“The Seven Men of Death”. They were rarely 
seen together, as each member was more than 
capable of completing missions on their own. 
To ensure Batman and his comrades would 
feel the full might of the League, all seven 
would come together and converge on Gotham 


during the Shadow War.

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The longest-serving member of the Seven Men 
of Death, Malcolm Merlyn was better known 
as the “Dark Archer”. He was an expert with 
the bow and arrow — even Oliver Queen credits 
him as being the best archer in the world. 
Malcolm joined the League with David Cain, 
where they both worked together until Cain 
went rogue. Incredibly smart, Malcolm had 
the trust of Ra’s al Ghul and was second only 
to O-Sensei in the League’s hierarchy. 


Onyx was another member of the League of Assassins, and the 
only woman to be one of the Seven Men of Death. Onyx knew 
very little about her own origin, as she was found orphaned ina 
village on the African coast and was later sold to Ra’s al Ghul. 
As she grew, he saw strength in her that had not been broken by 
the chains of slavery. Never one to waste potential; Ra’s al Ghul 
started Onyx’s training. Over the years she earned her freedom 
and became a full member of The League of Assassins. She 
arrived in Gotham before the rest of the League, and it was not 
long until she came into contact with the Dark Knight. Seeing 
Batman and his team use their skills not to kill but to fight for 


those who can’t, helped her decide that this was the path she 
was born to follow. 


She would strike up a strong connection with the vigilante 
Orpheus. When the League eventually arrived, and the Shadow 
War began, Onyx was one of the first casualties. She died saving 
Nightwing from Deathstroke’s blades. Even though Onyx’s life 


had not been hers, her death was. She chose how she would die 
and it was an honorable end.

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A master martial artist and an exiled member of 
the Brotherhood of the Monkey Fist, Silver Monkey 


had earned a reputation as the playboy assassin. He 


joined the League of Assassins after being hired to 
kill Ra’s al Ghul. 


After coming face to face with the Demon’s Head, 
he dropped his sword and fell to his knees. Silver 
Monkey realized he was a warrior with no purpose 
and that the man in front of him could provide it. 
And purpose he found, as he’d quickly rise in the 


League’s ranks to become one of the Seven Men of 
Death. 


Silver Monkey knew that due to the nature of his 


work, every day could be his last, so he lived life 
like it would be.

He 
would be responsible for the conditioning of 
Jason Todd and Benjamin lurner. 


He believed that his Master was a living god 
and was destined to save humanity, so to Ojo, 
the end always justified the means.

Son of Lucius Fox, Luke Fox was raised 
in Europe. After the race massacres of 
Rosewood and Tulsa in the years prior, 
his father thought it would be safer for 
someone of color to get an education in a 
more progressive country. He also wished 
to keep him away from any collateral 
damage linked to Bruce Wayne’s 
underground activities. Luke never had 
any desire to lead a safe life as his father 
wished. He joined the 3rd Marching 
Regiment of the Foreign Legion, and after 
time served he was allowed to transfer to 
the Metropolitan French Army 
Unit. He would eventually 
join the’ French Air 
Service (Aéronautique 


Militaire) as an air gunner, flying over 30 
successful combat missions. 


Upon returning to Gotham where he 
learned of his father’s death, he initially 
blamed Batman and the other mask- 
wearing characters that infested the city. 
But when presented with the truth, he 
decided to honor his father by helping 
Bruce/Batman in the best way he could. 
“Batwing” became both the codename 
for his aircraft and himself. He would 
offer air support to the Bat-Team and was 
sent on European missions when 
needed. He became a valuable 


asset leading up to the Second

Selina had become very wealthy and 
influential by trading in the secrets of the 
rich and powerful. Batman would even rely 


on her assistance from time to time and. 


sometimes, she would indulge him. After 


all, she might be a criminal, but she had a 


code of conduct. 


Bane 


Bane was born in a small village in Santa 
Prisca, Mexico, and spent most of his 
life on the island prison of Pena Duro. 
This was one of the toughest and 
cruelest places on the planet, where 
men from around the world go to-die 
long, hard deaths. 


Bane’s father was a_ British 
mercenary named Edmund 
Dorrance, better known as King 
Snake. Prior to the Mexican Civil 
War, Edmund had worked for a 
corrup government, torturing 
and killing the people who were 
fighting against it. 


When the Civil War began, 
Edmund fled Mexico in exile, and to 
make an example, the government 

put his native wife and children in 
prison in his place. Bane’s mother 

and siblings are all believed to have 
perished, but Bane found a way to 
survive. He thrived in that hell hole. 
growing into a man whose very name was 
enough to invoke fear in those who dared 
mention it, 


With no formal education, he found lessons 
where he could. Every inmate became a 
teacher. By the time he was 17, he knew a 
dozen languages and his body had become 
hardened into a blunt weapon by the constant 
fight for survival. He was a true monster 
created by the system. 


Life was cheap in Pena Duro. During the war 
the government allowed foreign scientists to 
conduct testing on their inmates. The cruelty 
that was done on inmates in the name of science 
was comparable to the atrocities committed by 
the Japanese Unit 731 and the German human 
experiments in WW2.

The scientists’ main goal was the development 
and manufacture of an enhancement steroid 
for human use. They tested the different 
variations on the inmates of Pena Duro, who 
nicknamed the drug “Venom” due to its 
high fatality rate among test subjects. Bane 
would be the drug’s only success. As his life 
had proven, he was a survivor. The Venom 
gave him increased strength and stamina, 
but it was highly addictive and he was prone 
to violent outbursts. With this new strength, 
Bane broke out of the prison and murdered 
everyone working on the production of 


Venom - but not before learning the secrets 
of how it was made. 


Years later he made his way to Gotham City, 
where he came face to face with the Batman. 
The strength and speed provided by the 
Venom was simply too much for an aging 
Dark Knight, who had never fully recovered 
from the injuries he sustained during the 
Shadow War. Batman managed to stop the 
Venom production and used Bane’s addiction 
to subdue him — but not before Bane broke the 
Dark Knight’s spine.

With his back broken and on the verge of being 
permanently paralyzed, Bruce was defeated. If not for 
his wealth and resources, he may have never been able to 
regain his mobility. Bruce traveled to Europe for extensive 
rehabilitation, where he’d remain for almost two years.

While 
he originally saw this as a way to make his 
radio program more popular, his activities as 
The Creeper soon took priority. Jack became 
hooked, a trait of his addictive personality. 


He managed to secure a watered-down

After years of abuse at the hands of the Joker, 
Harley finally found independence with the help 
of Pamela Isley. She broke away from the Joker, 
as he had grown more cruel and controlling in 
his ways. 


In the following years, there would be a recurring 
theme of her making deals for reduced sentences, 
Harley turned state witness against the Joker and, 
in the process, became the darling of the press. 
She became an even bigger celebrity and was 
known around the world. 


At the height of the Harley Quinn craze it’s 
believed she was the inspiration for film actors like 
Helen Kane, Clara Bow and the cartoon character 
Betty Boop, who all copied her mannerisms and 
speech. This newfound fame didn’t stop Harley 
from continuing her life of crime though, she even 
formed her own outfit that was known as “The 
Red Triangle Gang”. This time she was the star, 
not the support act. 
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As the years passed by, the little sanity that once aie Vee “ 4 : 
remained in The Joker had long since gone. His oneh gee a, a

One of the last activities Batman ever did was to stop the monster that he had 
created with Jean-Paul Valley. After an extended period of time traveling the 
world to heal his broken back, Bruce returned to Gotham, only to encounter 
the horrific outcome of leaving his city in the hands of Azrael’s version of 
justice. Harvey Dent’s murder was a wake-up call for Bruce. The title of 
Batman had been tainted and dishonored. 


Bruce would don a “bat spirit” mask of Tengu that had been gifted to him 
by a shaman in his early years, before he ever became Batman. He hoped it 
would give him the strength that he would need to put an end to Azrael and 
reclaim the mask of the Bat. 


Renee Montoya 


Renee Montoya was the first woman detective in Gotham’s 
police force and the first Latina to hold rank — all while also 
keeping the fact that she was a lesbian a secret. She had 
been dealing with challenges her whole life, so when certain 
people tried everything they could to push her out of the 
GCPD, they underestimated her strength and resilience. 


Renee’s partner was Harvey Bullock. At first, the brash and 
casually racist personality of Bullock seemed like it would 
be impossible for any relationship to emerge, let alone a 
working one. But over the years she helped him change for 
the better, and they both learned to be greater police from 
their partnership. When it came time to research and collate 
all the files on Gotham during 1919 to 1939, there was no 
better candidate than Renee Montoya. 
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Epilogue 

Like all things, the era of Batman and the madness he 
inspired came to an end. As World War II loomed, the 
idea of grown men and women in costumes vying for 
the fate of Gotham seemed trivial in comparison to the 


oncoming change, and horrific global awakening, this 
new conflict would bring. 


The legacy of this time wouldn’t soon be forgotten, however. 
Many films, books and even Broadway shows would all 
take inspiration from this 20-year battle for Gotham. 


The majority of the players faded away into obscurity. A 
few of their fates are documented, however. 


Alfred never recovered from the injuries he received 
during the fall of the Batcave, he died in 1939 in Gotham 
Hospital. Some say his death was the final straw that led 
to Bruce retiring as Batman. 


During World War II, Dick Grayson would go on to fight 
with a covert-ops team, called “Task Force X”, under 
direct orders of Harry S. Truman, through the Office 
Of Strategic Services (O.S.S). He would be second in 
command under the war hero Rick Flagg. 

Dick, along with other members of Task Force X, would 
die during a mission in France, 1943. 


Tim Drake became an FBI agent, and was responsible 


for pioneering new profiling and forensic investigation 
techniques that would revolutionize law enforcement fo; 
the modern era. 


In the mid 1940’s during a fire at Arkham Asylum, 
many of their most dangerous inmates escaped. For 
months people lived in fear, the rest of the country would 
nickname Gotham “Arkham City”. But a mysterious 
savior would appear and disappear just as quickly. He 
donned Bat-inspired body armor, and managed to track 
down the escapees, returning them into the state’s care. 


The media would call this new hero, the “Arkham Knight”. 


Luke Fox would return to Europe and join a rogue 
squadron of allied pilots called the “Black Hawks”. He 
would fight in the skies throughout the campaign against 
the Germans. After the events of the Bamber Bridge 
incident, he became disillusioned with fighting for his 
country and retired in the south of France. By all reports, 
the remainder of his life was peaceful. 


The Joker escaped from Arkham Asylum again and 
was never recaptured. There are no known sightings 
following his final disappearance. It seems that once 
Batman stopped being Gotham’s protector, he simply 
disappeared. He did leave a message, however, which was 
written in blood on the wall of his cell: “All the world’s a 
stage, all men and women merely players.” 
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Selina Kyle (Cat Woman) would be one of the main 
players to get out mostly unscathed. She went on to create 
and run a much-needed women’s shelter in Gotham City, 
partially funded by the Wayne Foundation. 


Barbara Gordon would continue to offer her skills as a 
code breaker during WW2. She would go on to attend 
law school and eventually became Gotham’s first female 
District Attorney in 1948. Her family’s name helped 
build trust amongst Gotham’s lawmakers and citizens, 
many still remembering her father’s sacrifice. 


With the death of their leader and the rise of the fascist 
movement in Europe having turned the world on its 
head, the League of Assassins’ objectives pivoted away 


from Gotham. 


Damian would eventually leave Gotham, where he’d 
fulfill his grandfather’s wish of taking over the League of 
Assassins as the new Demon’s Head. However, Damian 
was still his father’s son. Changing its name to “The 
League of Shadows”, Damian became a very powerful 
warlord in the ruins of WW2. He combined his paternal 
and maternal teachings to create a new persona, “The 
Heretic”, who became the protector of not just a single 
city, but the entire world. He vowed that he would never 
allow another “war to end all wars” to take place. 


Bruce Wayne had sacrificed a great deal for 
Batman; his body had been broken too many times 
for it to heal, forcing him to give up his crime- 
fighting initiatives. During the Second World War 
Bruce would use his influence and status to help 
the O.S.S with their intelligence effort, along with 
Allen Dulles, he was credited in recruiting Fritz 
Kolbe in becoming a spy for the Allies. 


After the war he would focus his energy on starting 
charities under the Wayne name, and continued 
to be a hero in any way that he could. Bruce would 
only don the cape and cowl one last time in 1955, 
to bring an end to a violent city-wide youth gang 
called “The Mutants”. 
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Eventually, even the Batman became a victim of 
age; Bruce lost his mind, spending his last days 
tormented by the monsters from his past. Years 
after his death, the secret of Batman’s true identity 
and exploits would be revealed to the world and 
his legacy would continue to be an inspiration to 
the generations that would follow. 


Whether Batman really helped fight crime or was 
the reason it escalated to absurd levels will be 
forever debated in studies, in both medical and 
law enforcement fields, for years to come. The 
evidence presented in this book is not intended 
to pass judgment, but to represent the truth about 


what transpired as accurately as possible during 
Gotham, 1919 to 1939. 
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
